Open house held for revitalization 



Strong words were thrown 
around at the Fenwick Revi¬ 
talization Open House on 
Thursday at the Fenwick Fire 

"We’re not Niagara-on-the- 
Lake,” one resident said after 
seeing the before-and-after 
pictures of plans for Fen¬ 
wick’s future. 

To some residents the 
design was too busy, took 
away from the town and 


some went as far as saying 
they "hated it.” 

Malcolm Catto, consulting 
engineer with SCS Consult¬ 
ing said that though this isn’t 
the final design, it is getting 
close. 

"We want to have the 
design finalized by Febru¬ 
ary so we’re ready to tender. 
We expect construction will 
begin in May,” he said. 

Council budgeted funds to 
revitalize downtown Fenwick 
in 2013, but ran into delays 


with the design, utilities and 
added work to a Church St. 
storm sewer. 

In 2014, the town budg¬ 
eted $4 million to reconstruct 
the roads, bury the hydro lines 
and make the downtown more 
pedestrian friendly. 

Theopenhousewasthecom- 
munity's last chance to view the 
design before it is finalized. 

The project is focused on 
servicing the community and 
rebuilding the storm sewer sys- 


Speed has been an issue 
in downtown Fenwick. Pro¬ 
posed brick paving on the 
roads will create a bumpy 
surface that is expected to 
slow traffic. A civic square is 
also being designed around 
the centre of town. 

The design is modern, but 
continues to honour the his¬ 
toric values of Fenwick with 
benches, bike racks and a 
more quaint feel. 

Catto and his team believe 
the project is moving in the 


right direction to make Fen¬ 
wick a more enjoyable com¬ 
munity. 

Buildings will remain 
untouched in the process 
and council has directed staff 
to ensure as little negative 
impact on downtown busi¬ 
nesses as possible. 

Catto is hoping construc¬ 
tion will wrap up in Fenwick 
by November 2014.

1—People don't like change. 

-L I've spent a lot of years sittmg in on various 
meetings regarding revitalization of communities 
and major developments. 

What I’ve seen over this span is people’s 
unwillingness to accept change and embrace the 
upgrades. 

The downtown Fenwick revitalization project 
is a good example of how hard it is for people to 
accept change. 

The village currently has cracked streets, a failing 
storm sewer system and unlevel sidewalks. It is in 
need of some major upgrades. I attended an open 
house on Thursday evening where people tarn the 
community gathered to look at the ‘almost final’ 
plans for Fenwick. Though there was some good 
comments, it was hard to ignore the comments of 
it being "too busy" or "terrible’: 

The revitalization is beautifying an area that 
has a real opportunity to shine. It's a quaint, 
quiet, friendly community, that has a lot to offer. 

It’s historic and it is a community people take 
pride in. After several visits to Fenwick it’s not 
hard to understand why people have pride in the 
community. 

Infrastructure is important Without it 
communities fall apart, get worn down and 
eventually it causes people to steer away from 
small communities. 

By creating a downtown that is aesthetically 
pleasing it draws people in. People love to enjoy 
unique communities. 

What I like about the revitalization is the plan 
to install the brick roads - like a cobblestone. I’ve 
been to communities that have the cobblestone 
roads and it is a great addition to the feel of an “old 

Making it a more walkable community, with 
benches and plantation is also a great addition. 

The revitalization is a $4 million investment 
from Pelham, which shows the confidence that the 
town has in Fenwick. 

Change is hard, yes. But sometimes it’s 
necessary to keep a community viable and 
appealing to new residents and business. 

I’m looking forward to seeing how this moves 
forward and the finished product I see this as a 
huge positive for Fenwick.

Support wine industry, 
but mind the costs 


A t first blush, it doesn’t seem 
like Earth-shattering news — 
Ontarians will soon be able to buy 
VQA wine at farmers’ markets in the 
province alongside fruit wines. 

Allowing citizens to buy wine at a 
farmers’ market is what they call a 
no-brainer. It means greater market 
access for Niagara wines, which are part 
of an industry that already generates 
some $3 billion in Ontario annually. 

It also probably means more business 
for other vendors at the markets — all of 
which means more economic activity at 
the local level. 

So the move, announced by the 
provincial Liberals Monday as part of 
a $75-million wine strategy, is a good 
thing. Local wines already face enough 
barriers to getting into stores in Ontario, 
so anything that can improve market 
access is worth praising. 

Exactly how the sale of wine at 
farmers’ markets will be handled is 
scheduled to be worked out in the new 
year, but it’s hard to see the downside of 


the idea. 

Beyond the economic spin off, it also 
helps further dismantle the nanny-state 
purpose of the LCBO. 

There is something insanely 
patronizing about the very existence 
of the LCBO, a government-run booze 
store that all but controls alcohol sales 
in Ontario. 

Older readers will remember a time 
when adults could not go into a store 
and pick a bottle from the shelf. You 
had to hand a ticket to a government 
employee, who then went to the back 
room where the booze was hidden, to 
get it for you. 

Having bottles of wine and beer 
left in plain sight was regarded by 
government bureaucrats as too much 
for our sensitive constitutions. Things 
have changed in that regard fortunately, 
but the LCBO still maintains a virtual 
monopoly on alcohol sales in Ontario. 

By all means, tax alochol. Regulate 
it. But limiting sales to a government- 
run store is just going too far. We are all 
grown up. We can manage it all on our 


By allowing wine to be sold at 
farmers’ markets, in whatever form 
those sales will take, Queen’s Park is 
not just creating the circumstances 
for improved economic activity, but is 
saying we don’t really need the LCBO. 

It is that spirit, however, that our 
praise of the wine strategy is somewhat 
cautious. 

The plan creates a new level of 
bureaucracy in the office of a Wine 
Secretariat, which will purportedly 
make the industry more competitive. 

And all this building up of die 
industry isn't coming cheap. It costs 
$75 million of taxpayer money at a time 
in which there isn’t enough money for 
hospitals and schools. You can easily 
think of several industries that employ 
more Canadians than the wine sector 
but don’t receive that kind of taxpayer 
help. 

Queen’s Park has the right intentions, 
but it might be costing us too much.

Market rallies in November

H ome sales surged in November 
as our local market heads its way 
into the 2013 home stretch. Total unit 
sales in November jumped ahead of last 
year's level and year to date sales have 
climbed 3.5% above 2012 results. 

According to the MLS* sales reports of 
the Niagara Association of REALTORS* 
there were 15 homes sold in Pelham 
during the month of November - 25% 
more than the total of 12 reported 
during the same month last year and 
significantly ahead of the November 
5-year average of 9.6 units for the 

However, it was a different story in our 
neighbouring City of Welland with unit 
sales for the month dipping 8% below 
last year's results. In total, there were 


45 sales in Welland during the month of 
November this year compared to 49 last 

Year-to-date sales in the Rose City 
now lag 7.6% below the 2012 activity 
level with 657 transactions reported as 
of November 2013 down from the total 
of 711 at this time last year. 

Across all municipalities of Niagara 
the total number of residential transac¬ 
tions reported in November was 574 
compared to last year's figure of 597 
units - representing a decline of 3.9%. 

On a year-to-date basis, sales in 
Niagara are lagging just 0.4% below last 
year's level with 5935 sales so far this 
year versus 5958 as of the same time 

The 12-month average price in 

a staggering 8.5% from the figure of 
$320,595 recorded in November 2012. 


Given the small sampling size upon 
which this average is calculated one 
must be cautious about putting too 
much credence on this result. There has 
been an increase in activity in the upper 
price ranges in Pelham and it just takes 
three or four high-end sales to skew the 
average home price. 

While the Pelham average price 
continues to rise at a dizzying pace, 
the 12 Month average price in Welland 
increased by a mere 0.6% (from $186,062 
to $187,187) while the figure for all of 
Niagara grew by a more modest 3.4% 
climbing from $241,049 in November 
2012 to $249,172 this year.

Tobacco smuggling 
ring busted

NIAGARA FALLS — Police and border 
officials have dismanded what they are 
calling a major tobacco smuggling net¬ 
work with ties to Niagara. 

The Hamilton/Niagara RCMP and Can¬ 
ada Border Services Agency announced 
this week that a number of people have 
been arrested in connection with a large 
contraband tobacco smuggling and traf¬ 
ficking operation allegedly responsible 
for bringing more than 73 tonnes of water 
pipe tobacco into Canada since 2010. 

“Contraband tobacco is a threat to the 
security and health of Canadian citizens” 
said Rick Comerford, CBDA spokesman. 

“People need to be aware that if they 
purchase contraband tobacco, they are 
funding criminal activity.” 

A joint investigation was launched in 
2011 after 1,440 kilograms of tobacco was 
seized at the Peace Bridge in Fort Erie in 
July 2001 followed in October by a seizure 
of another 1,440 kilograms of tobacco at 
the Queenston-Lewiston Bridge. 

As the investigation progressed, police 


said, a larger smuggling organization was 
uncovered. 

Police said the volume of smuggled 
tobacco would have resulted in millions 
of dollars in unpaid duties and taxes, and 
huge profits for organized crime. 

'The CBSA and the RCMP work side by 
side within a number of other joint forces 
operations targeting contraband,” said 
RMCP Insp. Steve Martin. 

“As a result, we have a common under¬ 
standing of the capabilities, intentions, 
vulnerabilities and limitations of organ¬ 
ized criminal networks and we apply that 
intelligence to disrupt them and their 
supply chains." 

Nine people, including four residents 
of Hamilton and one from Calgary, face

Positive outlook for manufacturing sector 


The survey also shows 68% 
expect to see improved profitability 
and future investments in machin¬ 
ery and equipment. Nearly 60% 
expected to introduce new items, 
products and services over the next 
two years, with a similar number 
indicating developing new markets 
as an important issue for them. 

A smaller 39%, however, expect to 
increase the number of people they 
employ over the next two years. 
That said, only 5% project employ¬ 
ment to fall and roughly half expect 
it to stay stable. 

Milan said the sharp downturn 
that began in 2008's global reces¬ 
sion actually served to strengthen 
the sector. 

“It made our manufacturers 
more efficient, so the stronger ones 
stayed and diversified,” she said. 

She added the industry is also 
better at collaborating to bring in 
more business for all, and the firms 
are much better at aggressively 
expanding markets outside Ontario. 

"Over the last 15 years, there has 
been a real decline in the number 
of manufacturers and manufactur¬ 
ing jobs," conceded Diane Simsovic, 
Niagara Region's director of eco¬ 
nomic development. That trend is 
happening not only in Niagara but 
across Ontario and other North 
American industry hubs. 

The director said she has seen 
statistics pointing to a local manu¬ 
facturing decline, but the industry's 
frontline workers tell a different 
story. 

"When we talked to manufactur¬ 
ers... all the indications were they 
were doing fairly well," she said. 

"They had weathered a really 
rough period, but we heard a 
number of them were look¬ 
ing for workers or had plans for 
expansion.” 

Simsovic said it's also true much 
growth comes from smaller busi¬ 
nesses in the sector, who might 
slowly add jobs over a longer 

While big layoffs and closures are 
well-publicized, this incremental 
growth for other manufacturers can 
slip under the radar. 

Meanwhile, the businesses that 
are succeeding are “innovative, 
competitive in their markets and 
had the foresight to go out and look 
for new clients outside their tradi¬ 
tional clients,” the director said. 

The survey was developed 
through a partnership composed 
of Niagara College, the Niagara 
Industrial Association, the Corridor 
partnership and Niagara's eco¬ 
nomic development department. 

It was funded by a contribu¬ 
tion from the Federal Economic 
Development Agency for south¬ 
ern Ontario and took place last 
summer.

While obstetricians are 
"hugely valuable and absolutely 
necessary for the safe man¬ 
agement overall,” Stobbe said 
the level of expertise they offer 
is not needed for most births.

And Welland dtyCoun. Frank 
Campion, for instance, has been 
promoting the idea of trans¬ 
forming the now empty obstet¬ 
rics department at the Welland 
hospital mto a bathing centre. 


Campion, who leads the city’s 
health care committee, said the 
Ontario government announced 
support a year ago for estab¬ 
lishing new birthing centres 
throughout the province. 

In an e-mail, Ministry of 
Health and Long Term Care 
spokesman David Jensen said it 
will be more than a year before a 
new birthing centre is even con¬ 
sidered in Niagara. 

“The Ottawa Birth and Well- 
ness Centre is expected to 
open at the end of December. 
The Toronto Birth Centre is 
expected to open in early 2014,” 
Jensen said. 

“These two site are part of 
a demonstration project and 
will be evaluated after one 
year of operations. The results 
of this evaluation will help to 
determine the feasibility of any 


future birth centres.” 

But Stobbe isn’t convinced 
that a birthing centre is worth 
pursuing. 

“In my own heart, I'm strug¬ 
gling with whether or not a 
birthing centre is a solution for 
any of the access issues for Nia¬ 
gara," he said. “I understand 
why there are birthing centres 
in Ottrawa and Toronto, but I 
really think that we’ve maybe 
been barking up the wrong 

He said the project his team 
is proposing is a better solution. 
“This maybe a way for Niagara 
to lead the way in designing a 
better health care system,” Sto¬ 
bbe said. 

“What we’re proposing 
between family doctors, mid¬ 
wives and obstetricians doesn’t 
exist anywhere in Canada.”
